State Assembly. Over the ensuing years, this article by Chief Clerk Arthur Ohnimus grew with each re-printing, until 
1957, when the Assembly adopted a motion to print the article as a separate book to better inform citizens about the 
legislative branch of government. Mr. Ohnimus expanded the article to a book format in 1958. When the state instituted 
the full-time legislature in 1966, Chief Clerk James Driscoll further expanded the book and re-named it, "California's 
Legislature."

2 Although term limits for Members of Congress were approved by California voters in 1992 (Proposition 164), the U.S. Supreme Court in 
1995 invalidated state-imposed term limits on Congressional representatives. State legislative term limits were first adopted in California 
in 1990 (Proposition 140). The term limits were altered in 2012. Proposition 28 (2012) governs term limits for any person first elected in 
2012 or after. Any person that served in the Legislature prior to 2012 is still subject to the limitations of Proposition 140: three Assembly 


terms; two Senate terms.

(2010). The case clarified that Proposition 25's majority vote threshold for passing the state budget did not change the two-thirds 
vote requirement for tax increases. On November 10, 2010, the Supreme Court ordered that the lower court decision be published 
(189 Cal.App.4th 1445).
